FOREWORD 



The Town Meeting is the most lucid example of pure democracy. It 
not only denotes democracy; it is democracy. It is democracy in action — 
strong, clear and simple. It is where all the men and women of one community 
stand together on even grounds of true equality. It is where every voice is 
guaranteed the right to speak. It is where no voice nor thought may be denied. 
It is where freedom bursts from the hearts of unshaved men. It is where justice 
leaps from the tongues of tall forms in overalls. It is where clear and sparkling 
ideas spring forth from the fountains of free minds. It is where the Negro 
stands and finds respect. It is where the jew can speak his words. It is 
where practicality and simplicity are demanded. It is where conjecture and 
theory have no status. 

Over three hundred years ago, the founders of New England established 
the first Town Meeting. They came to the log structures in the center of 
their isolated towns. They came with rifles, and heavy cloaks, and foot- 
warmers, and the flaming spirit of a new-found freedom. When day had 
ascended into the shadow-realm of night they came, bearing flickering lanterns 
— lanterns which lighted their way to the meeting houses, and which spread 
a bright golden beam across three thousand miles of dark wilderness, 

Today, the Town Meeting is not widely accepted as the best form of 
town government. Towns have lost their identities; they have become vast, 
sprawling cities. Mayor-Council, Commission Plan, and City Managers are 
used as the various methods of govemmg these cities. 

However, many towns throughout New England still assemble and 
execute the year's busmess in Town Meetings. Many of those who rise in 
Town Meetings today bear the same names as those in Town Meetings three 
hundred years ago. Today, the heart beats and the mind thinks in a different 
era, but stil! the same spirit presides — the earnest, sincere desire to keep the 
glass chimneys of the lantern unclouded, and keep the wick of democracy 
burning, ever, ever brighter. Having learned in the past four years the 
compelling necessity to preserve democracy, we shall guard the flame.

Little did we know, we the Class of 1948, as we crept through the 
old g)Tii door, that the Seniors had prepared a mighty ambush just inside, 
tomahawks poised m readiness to remove our tiny green scalps. They con- 
sidered us papooses then, but today we are the maidens, braves, and chieftains 
of the Red Raider Village. 

We smoked our first peace pipe with the mighty warriors of the Class of 
'44 when they invited us to the Freshman Reception, where we were em- 
barrassingly entertained and initiated into the rituals of tribal life. 

As papooses we became very interested in customs and ceremonials — an 
interest clearly shown in our active participation in various tribal functions 
such as bark scribbling on the "Red and White, " voodoo and medicine man 
performances m the Science Club, and witch-doctoring with incantations of 
the magic tongue in the Freshwomen Dramatics Club and Forensic Society. 

To lead us in our batde cries and war dances: "Running-Dear" Plude, 
"Long-Scalp" McKerley, and "Cloud-Eye" Mintzer were chosen to become 
varsity cheerleaders. We sent our first papooses along the trail in March 

and "they .succeeded m capturing championship laurels at the Freshman- 
Sophomore Tournament. Representing the Red and White for the first time 
were: Bill Grace, Ed Godnick, Win Goodspeed, Ted Munsat, Al Rousseau, 
John Filippo, Dick Davidson, John LaBrake, Irv Shappy, and Buzz Snyder. 

Lucky tepee thirteen actually threw off its jinx when it prayed to the 
Inspection Committee god, who answered by present mg its guide, Ralph 
Shangraw, with "The Snip." 

The Brst little chiefs of our '48 tribe proved to be: President — George 
Ackley; Vice President — Bill Grace; Secretary-Treasurer — Joan Mintzer. 

When Indian Summer rolled around again, as sophomore savages, we 
slipped quite a bit more confidently into the east and west entrances of our 
R. H. S. Wigwam, realizing that there were greener scalps than ours for 
playful Seniors to lift. Our Indian log seems to stress the point that it was 
about this time when war paint became exceedmgly popular with the maidens 
of our tribe. 

Our tribal activities of the new season began by our helping the other 
squaws and braves of the wigwam to select a Secretary-Treasurer to the 
Grand Council (Student Council) from among our savages. Ralph Shangraw 
received our approving votes for handling the wampum and bark scribbling 
of this organization. 

In this historical year we chose two maidens as tribal officials. Joan 
Mintzer presided over group gatherings as president; George Ackley assisted 
in the capacity of vice president; and Secretary-Treasurer Joan Manley com- 
pleted the picture as tribe scribe. 

Our savages resorted to black magic that March and again displayed 
their victory spirit when they won sophomore honors in the Freshman- 
Sophomore Tourney. Responsible for this great tribal event were: Bill 
Grace, Ed Godnick, Win Goodspeed, Dick Davidson, George Ackley, John 
Filippo, Buddy Grossman, John Churchill, Bernie Ravenna, and Ted Munsat. 



Our '48 tribe then decided ic was time they learned to hop, and soon 
sponsored the famous Sophomore Bazaar, under the co'chieftainship ot Phyllis 
Petkms and John FiHppo, Much to our pnde and joy this first important 
tnbd actmty was a huge success, and almost one hundred pieces of wampum 
were buried m our treasury mound. Featured xn our Vil age Bighouse (the 
gym) on that gala eve were popular dart games, star-readings, war dances, 
and many such appropriate festival customs, 

"The Smoke-Talk," our village publication, better known as the "Red 
and White '* chose as business manager, a shrewd guide from our interpreters 
of number signals. Bob (Ad'Hunter) Noble received the coveted position. 

The annual Red-Letter Day came when athletes Goodspeed, Godmck 
Munsat, Nason, Davidson, Knipes. Taylor, and Gillam were presented with 
their first Letter awards. 

Many moons passed over our tepee-tops, and near the harvest moon of 
Septembe'r 1946, we returned to hunt m the halls of our Great Wigwam as 
Juniors. Having successfully passed through the crisis stages of papooses and 
lavages, we now began to see the eyes of the elders o our tribe follow-ing us 
about and we realized that our inititation into the solemn responsibihtics ot 
Upper-Tribesmen was upon us. 

Three of our most renowned warpath Raiders won class offices. Ue 
presidency went to George (Ram-in-tfie-Face) Ackley^ Dick (Eyewthe- 
Hoop) Davidson was elected vice president, and Bill (Clipped-o-Man.ac) 
Grace became secretary-treasurer, 

Our tribe, much pleased with the work of Secretary-Treasurer Ralph 
(Massasoit) Shangraw, again elected him to represent us on the Grand Council, 
this time as vice president. 

Because of their experience in pottery-making pebble^nolishing and 
other tribal arts, Eiise Plude, Joan Manley. LlovlKelley, Pky lis Perkins 
and Ted Munsat were elected to select our symbol of eternal fellowship, the 
class ring, which is our all-tribal insignia set upon a ruby stone and banded 
with gold. 

Chosen to lead the gridiron scalp-getters for the ■47-'48 wars was 
Edward [Tree-Twister) Godnick. 

One of the proudest moments in our village came when the 1947 "Swish 
Kids" captared the State Basketball crown at Burlington and then proceeded 
along the trail to Boston to participate in the New England Tournament^ 
Two of our tribesmen. Dick Davidson and Bill Grace, aided m removing 
twenty-five enemy scalps while ours were clipped only twice. 

The women broke into the "Smoke-Talk" headlines in March when Mary 
Jean Burr became Editor-m-Chief and Joan Mmtzer was selected as Associate 
Editor. 

When came the Sprmg-month April, with solemn ceremonial, one of 
our braves, George Ac&y, and three of our maidens Mary Jean Burr, oan 
McKerlev, and Joan Mintzer, were initiated mto the National Honor ^ocietv, 
signifying such worthy achievement in their tribal life that they joined the 
company of the few throughout all tribes of the nation who represented most 
faithfully its ideals. 



Instead of dawdling in such fine arts as handloom weaving, basket- 
making, and fancy beadwork, several of our Pocahontases and Hiawathas worked 
on the ceremonial art called drama, and jpresented a one-act play, "The Hung- 
crers," by William Saroyan which took first place m the District Contest 
and was also entered in the State Drama Festival at Norwich. The cast 
included Guy Chase, Mary Ellen Hunt, Calvin Atwood, and Joan Mintzer. 

We erected a totem pole in front of tepee 201 in honor of tribesman Cal 
Atwood when he received two scholarships in the U. V, M. literary contests 
for his essay "Memorandum" and his poem called "Process." 

Come May Flowers, a diminutive Indian god invaded our giant canoe 
(U. S. S. Dream Boat), and deluged the vessel with tiny little arrows shot 
from a tiny little bow on the 17th at our "Make Believe" junior Prom chair- 
maned by Ca! Atwood. Surrounded by the black, white, and silver of the 
decorations, the dancers in their customary tribal circles, Elk-leaped to the 
music of lanni's Orchestra a /la Jerome (Silver-Cloud) Kern. Photographs 
were taken, passports were checked, and all was laughter, gaiety, and red- 
skinned romance beneath the Crystal Ball. 

It has long been a tradition of our lithe and fleet-footed race to excel in 
running and field events and this the Raiders did in 1947. They ran away 
with tne state championship in track and competed in the New England con- 
test, Dick (Long-Spear) Knipes, Harold (Strong Wing) Seward, and Don 
(Big Wind) Cheney represented our tribe. 

Exploring by-paths m the ancestral lore of our state, a brave and a 
maiden from our tribe, Ralph Shangraw and Betty Stillwell, sent well- 
worded scrolls to the Edmunds Essay contest and won the district prizes. 

"Pass that hatchet and bury that peace pipe" became the watchwords 
of twenty-six Monitors who were diosen for sentry duty for the next year. 
Under the chieftainship of Head-Monitor Ralph Shangraw, they withstood 
the onslaughts of hatchets, bubble gum, hissing, long streams of pistol -projected 
water, and other bric-a-brac ttxj numerous to mention. 

During the early part of our summer vacation we sent (by canoe up Otter 
Creek): Carolyn Ward, Mary Jean Burr, Corinne White, Joan McKerley, 
Joan Mintzer, Bill Grace, George Ackley, Kyle Taylor, Ed Godnick, Dick 
White, Bob Tuggey. Dave Newton, and Dan McCarthy to the big pow-wows 
known as Girls' and Boys' State, held in Montpeher and Nortfifield, res- 
pectively. 

On September 2, 1947 we received the hurried smoke signals from the 
High Priests, calling us back from forest depths. On moccasined feet, we 
confidently strode back into the classrooms of the Giant Wigwam for the 
fourth and final time, prepared to accept the responsibilities of becoming dig- 
nified Seniors. Under the leadership of the Grand Council's newly elected 
Chief, Calvin Atwood, we resolved to blaze clear and dignified trails for 
uncertain Under Tribesmen to follow. 

Shortly after our return, we held a tribal meeting, puffed highly and 
mightily on our long-stemmed pipes and elected the following class officers: 
President — George Ackley; Vice President — -Dave Newton; Secretary — 
Dick Davidson; Treasurer — Ted Munsat. 




Into our village one fine October day rolled the Freedom Tram its 
sleek silver extenor^ousmg heritage ward, and symbols to remind us of die 
vtor lith which ancestral tnbesmen had bla^d trail, for us to ff °- , ^w^ 
■'our brothers, Caivm Atwood and Ralph Shangraw '-P-d V^^h m 
such a Heritage, wrote their thoughts and won prizes therewith, to the honor 
of the tribe. 

Apple Harvesting time arrived along with the F-^;- ^^^^^^^^^^^^^ 
f>ur first maior undertaking of the year, Co-chairmaned by Bob ^lerkin 
hsle NobL and Joan '(Cloud'Eye) Mintzer the affair was a carousing 
success Witch-Doctor I, Lash doctored the documents and charmed the 
green-ness of the freshmen's skins into a Scarlet Raider Red. 

We all took to our highly diluted fire-water when three f °"^ f^^j;; 
heroes, outstanding in Raider gridiron wars of 47 were "^^-d t° the All 
State Team. They were Co'captains Ed Godnick and Ted Munsat, ana 
Right-End Bill Grace, 

In place of our great ceremomal, the annual Sun Dance, the class presented 
Thornton Wilder's ''Our Town" as the Senior Play. Under the direction of 
S'^Tpries^ss Mabel Momll and students Ullran Paul -^ ^a^^^^ ^ ^-;- 
two hiRhly successful performances were enacted on December 1 hh and Uth 
sTarrmg in the lead roles were Mary Blais. Norman Lash, Jack Duffy, Ben 
Muhlberg, Lloyd Kelley, Calvin Atwood. and Joan Mintzer. 

After long consideration, we decided that the events of our four years 
in the turbulent tepees should be permanently recorded in the form .of a year- 
book known as 'The Talisman,'' We got out our pipes '^g^^^'J;^;;; 7"^ 
impressive rings of blue smoke around and decided ^^^^^^ Co-Editors Joan 
McKcrley and Claire LaCroix,. and Co-Business Managers Lloyd Kelley and 
Guy Chase would fill the moccasins mcely. 

Ralph Shangraw added new feathers to ^.s Warbonnet when he won 
a scholarship of SI, 200 from the Quiz Kids for his essay ^ ^led at Gettys 
burg." which was rated m this contest as one of the five best m the nation. 
We all wah'hoo-wahed around the camphre spears poised in Jon or of 
Marv (Gav'Cloud) Eddy, when she was selected as Good Citizenship Uirl 
by the D, A. R. 

The braves who participate in games and sports m our tribe banded 
together and organized the frst A. A. Revue since 194L Varsity Club 
members who were responsible for its hilarious success were Norman Lash, 
Guy Chase, and Ted Munsat. 

In Februarv we selected the chairman for the festivities, rituals, and 
ceremonials which were to take place during Senior Week. Given the long 
wampum belt of power to guide these activities were: 
Baccalaureate— C. (Paleface) White 
Senior Reception— L, (Crazy Horse) Kelley 
Class Night— N. (Sitting Bull) Lash 
Commencement— L. (Wolf Ear) White 
Ivy Planting — G. (Rain-in-the-Face) Ackley 
Class Gift— D. (Corn-Planter) Newton 
Class Will— N. (Sitting Bull) Lash 
Class Prophecy^T. (Squinto) Munsat 
Class Song— Music— R. (Sweet Sound) Knipes 
Words- C. (Long Sleep) Atwood 
Class History— J. (Cloud Eye) Mintzer 



One of the last Indian wars cook place during the basketball season when 
Captain Dick Davidson led the Red Raiders to the Co-Championship of the 
Southern Vermont League. Other braves representing our Tribe were Bill 
Grace, Dave Newton, Irving Shappy, and Ted Munsat, 

A prankish spirit descended upon our Tribe and caused a strange phe- 
nomenon, heretofore unknown and unheard of by Tribe Historians. We refer 
to Co-Valedictorians Mary Jean Burr and Joan Mintzer and Salutatorian 
Joan McKertey. 

Deviating from the usual staid routine of tom-tom beating, we stepped 
outside our realm of lore when John (Trad-Blaiser) LaBrake, composed his 
fine "Dedication March" for the Spring Band Concert. 

Our greatest tribal award of full headdresses were presented to five of 
our kinsmen for Scholarship, Leadership, Service, and Character, the requisites 
for membership in The National Honor Society. They were: Mary Gay 
Eddy, Darleyne Hart, Mary Ellen Hunt, David Newton, and Ralph Shangraw. 

The scalp-locked savages of the fine art section returned again to the 
theatrical fieltl to present Susan Glaspell's "Suppressed Desires" which took 
first place at the district one-act play contest and at the time of this writing 
was preparing to enter the State Drama Festival. Injuns from our Tribe 
participating were Joan Manley, George Taylor, and Mary Ellen Hunt. 

Chosen to be the Tribe'.'! interpreters and spokesmen for the graduation 
ceremonials were Senior Essayists; Calvin Atwood, Mary Jean Burr, Claire 
LaCroix, and Betty Still well. 

As all Red Raiders know, there is an end to every trail; thus have we 
come to the end of our trail here at Rutland High School. Our quivers are 
filled with new and sharper arrows, and we have keener tomahawks with 
which to blaze new and wider trails in the vast wilderness of knowledge. 

Somehow, sometime, all of our Tribe shall gather again in the Council 
Chambers of Manitou. The Great Spirit shall smile upon us; we will smoke 
our long pipes, speak our soft words and we will know then, that here were 
the richest Hunting Grounds and here were the happiest days.

Bouncing back from a mediocre 1946 gridiron season the determined 
1947 Red Raider pigskin-toters tallied an enviable record of seven victories 
in a difficult nme-game schedule with top grid machines from New York, 
New Hampshire, and Vermont. 

With only four lettermen back. Captain Eddie Godnick, Halfback 
Howard Nason, Quarterback George Ackley, and Ted Munsat a lineman, the 
Raider coaches Flaitz and Keefe had their vv'ork cut out for them. Un.'selfish 
training, hard work and fine team spirit produced a well coordinated machine 
which yielded only 39 points on the defense while amassing a total of 146 
pointf on the offense. 

After easily defeating the Proctor Phantoms 32-0 in the season's first 
game, the Raiders met their traditional out-of-state rivals, the usually strong 
Whitehall Maroons, The game featured vicious defensive tactics by both 
teams and excellent punting by our sophomore Jim Guild and Martucci, the 
Whitehall captain. In the wanine minutes of the ballgame a swarm of Raider 
players, Munsat, North, ClifforiJ, Chellis, and Goonick, broke through to 
tackle Martucci in the end zone for a safety and a 2-0 wm for Rutland. 



The Raiders defeated Bennmgton in a night game 20-0; they then went 
on to their first defeat at the hands of Springfield. The Redmen lost to the 
Cosmos 13-0. 

The Red and White snapped in to the win column, trouncing a strong 
Burlington team 13-0 Godniclc was the workhorse for the Raiders, scoring 
both touchdowns. The Redmen held the Seahorses to 95 yards gained in 
rushing. 

Bellows Falls and Brattleboro were the Raiders' next victims. Bellows 
Falls went down 19-6 with touchdowns scored by Godnick, Nason, and 
Guild. The Redmen ran over Brattleboro the following Saturday 33-0; 
Godnick was outstanding for the Raiders. 

The Raiders' second downfall came when Claremont beat them m a 
photo-finish 20-15. Godnick was the chief man on offense and defense. 

The big game, iong-awaited by both players and fans, finally came off 
on Armistice Day. The Redmen had been steadily improving throughout the 
season and it was a determined bunch of boys that took the field that afternoon. 
They showed it when they responded to the opening kickoff and immdiately 
went for their first score — Nason going over on a line back. The second 
quarter was dominated by the performance of Nason and the Raiders' passing 
attack, M. S.J. took to the field in the third quarter positive they would yet 
make up the six point deficit. They advanced three-quarters of the field before 
Nason Wisely intercepted a pass in the end zone which broke the Academy 
gridsters' backs and they never threatened again. The Red and White scored 
again when Ackley went over on a quarterback sneak late in the final stanza. 
The Raiders finally trotted off the gridiron with a 12-0 victory over their 
city rivals. 

Although eleven lettermen were graduated this year. Coach Flaitz is 
hopeful of a good season next year when he will have back Dick Clifford, 
Roy Plumley, Jim Vennett, Paul Horton, John Edgerton, Tom Pease, and Jim 
Guild, all lettermen.
